He figures most Aus¬ 
tralians can “get by” with 
a 60* lb. market. 

THe droutb in Au .trnV 
ylpw cattle 
prices, Owen told us, 
has caused a tremen¬ 
dous reduction in the 
size of his country’s 
cattle herd, from a 
high ol 33 million down 
to 24-26 million today. 
He believes that figure 
will remain pretty 
much the some for 
quite some time to 
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evenly through year 

Fall feeder cattle movement has not been bunched as 
was expected and is likely to be spread out through the re¬ 
mainder of the year, according to analysts and feeder cat¬ 
tle dealers contacted by CNS. 

A month ago, tho bulk of the fall feeder cattle movement 
was expected to occur the last two weeks in October and 
the first week in November, they said. However, warm, 
open weather, ample feed supplies and feeder cattle prices 
have encouraged producers to hold cattle. 

Feeder cattle runs did increase the second half of Oc¬ 
tober and the first part of November, but the increase was 
not as large as had been anticipated, they said, 

CNS also reported from USDA's findings the number of 
U.S.-sheep and lambs on feed in the seven major produc¬ 
ing stateB as of Nov. 1 totaled 1 million head, down 8% 
from a year earlier. 

There were 834,000 head placed on feed during the Sep¬ 
tember through October period, compared with 941,000 a 
year earlier, USDA said. Of the total number on feed, 9% 
weighed less than 70 lb., 21% weighed 70 to 79 lb., 32% 
were 80 to8B lb., 23% were 90 to 99 lb., and 16% were 100 
lb. or more. 

Estimates of the placement figure in USDA seven-state 
Cattle-On-Feed Report varied from 86 to 100% of a year 
ago, according to a CNS survey of analysts. The variance 
in estimates was because feeder cattle movement has been 
abnormal this fall, they said. The recent report listed 
placements at 01% of a year earlier, lower than the ana¬ 
lysts’ average estimate of 94.9%. 

Most of the analysts agreed December feeder cattle 
runs will be larger than usual because of spread in feeder 
marketings. 

Tom Tippens, a Professional Cattle Consultants, Inc. 
analyst, said it does not appear feeder supplies are as 
large as the USDA July cattle inventory report Indicated. 
There has been frost In enough areas throughout the U.S. 
to have Induced feeder cattle runs if the cattle existed, he 
Bald.

W.T. (Dub) Berry, ex¬ 
ecutive vice president of 
the National Cattlemen's 
Assn, Assured some 800 
ogrlculture bankers meet¬ 
ing last week In Washing¬ 
ton D.C. that "beef is still 
king." Berry cited as tes¬ 
timony to-his contention 
that "at an average of 
$2.45 per lb. retail, Amer¬ 
icans still consume some 80 
lb. per capita annually," 
Berry was joined by Top¬ 
per Thorpe, general mana¬ 
ger of Cattle-Fax, and 
Wayne Gibson, vice presi¬ 
dent of the Security Bank 
of Bozeman, Mont, in a 
workshop session designed 
to update members of the 
American Bankers Assn, 
on the Btate of agriculture. 

Berry led off by enumer¬ 
ating factors that affect de¬ 


mand for beef, such as 
price, competition and a 
calorie conscious socioty. 
About 20 million Ameri¬ 
cana are on diets to lose or 
control weight, and this 
figure doesn’t include those 
who - have adjusted con- 
..sumption because of their 
perceptions of the diet/- 
health factor according to 
the NCA director, 

Berry pointed out that 
Americans may have 
peaked out. on protein 
consumption and* that a 
realistic look at the beef 
business may reveal that 
future growth will be in 
proportion to population 
growth, or in gaining a 
larger share of the "protein 
mix” that Americans con¬ 
sume. 

. Berry sald NCA feels ife’e 
unrealistic to consider such 


market controls as reduc¬ 
ing the beef supply, cutting 
tho volume of beef avail¬ 
able, or making it more of a 
luxury item,. "We have 
over a billion acres of range 
land. The best usq is for ‘ 
ruminent grazing. Oyer a 
million owners ore using • 
these acres that way, and 
they want to keep doing 
what they do," he said. 

In view of tho probability 
that demand for beef will 
be Btabie in the future, 
Berry cited tire need to im¬ 
prove the general buelneas 
climate, push for removal 
of regulations that hit pro-

Indications are that a 
number of calves off 
Novada ranches have move 
this fall despite prices," 
says William C. (Bill) 
Behrens, "as stockmen in 
the state make herd deci¬ 
sions brought about by a 
tough moisture and mar¬ 
keting year." 

Behrens, state cooper¬ 
ative extension livestock 
specialist at the UNR Ag 
College, along with Dr. 
Gordon Myer, head of the 
college's Agricultural and 
Resource Economics divi¬ 
sion, recently talked about 
options Nevada stockmen 
may utilize to weather the 
year. 

According to both men, 
the state’s stockmen faced 
"double" trouble when a 
drought situation in the 
state meshed with a year in 
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Pre-packaging innova¬ 
tions and brand name mer¬ 
chandising helped the 
poultry industry increase 
consumption by 54% in the 
last five years, said Harold 
Ford, Southeastern Poul¬ 
try and Egg Assn, presi¬ 
dent. 


Prepackaging has ‘ 'taken 
the labor mess away,” Ford 
said in a panel discussion 
at the Texas Cattle 
Feeders' Assn annual con¬ 
vention, reports CNS. 

Unlike the pork industry, 
Ford said, the poultry in¬ 
dustry has placed more em¬ 
phasis on brand identifica¬ 
tion instead of promotion. 
Additionally, the poultry 
industry has further con¬ 
centrated its efforts in the 
fast food industry. A 
greater emphasis on ex¬ 
ports has also helped, he 
said. 

“We have you at a disad¬ 
vantage,” Ford told the 
cattle feeders. It takes only 
seven weeks to raise a fry¬ 
ing chicken and 2 lb. of 
grain to produce a pound of 
turkey meat, compared 
with about 2 years for a 
slaughter steer and about 8 
lb. of grain per lb, of beef. 

Ford predicted poultry 
consumption will increase 
twice as much as beef con¬ 
sumption in the nrfxfc 
decade. In addition, poul¬ 
try production must in¬ 


crease 35% by 1990 just to 
keep its share of the meat 
market. Production in¬ 
creased 500% in the last 
years, he said. 

Low production costs 
and low fat levels have 
worked to increase con 


sumption, Ford said.

"It is a year in which the 
state's ranchers have had 
to make some hard deci¬ 
sions," Myer said, and both 
agreed that, “stockmen 
now have to bet on the

Among alternatives ran¬ 
chers have, the two pointed 
out, are storehoualng 
calves on cows or delaying 
weaning into the fall; send 
calves to the feedlot for 
custom feeding; weaning 
calves and feeding on the 
ranch; or, selling at current 
prices to minimize losses. 
It is the latter option that 
is being taken in the move¬ 
ment or selling of calves 
this fall. 

In defining what has con 
tributed to the cattlemen's 
dilemma, both mm said the 
drought had a number of 
affects. First, a number of 
stockmen, when prices 
were around 80$ a lb. for 


calves, anticipated the 
coming drought year and 
bought additional feed, hay 
mostly, gambling on mak¬ 
ing up the costs when they 
sold. But, the market fell. 


The lack of moisture af¬ 


fected hay harvests, par¬ 
ticular)? wild hay produc¬ 
tion which is down, and 


reduced the amount of feed 


on the range with calveB 
coining off the ranges in 
many cases 30 lb. to 50 lb.

Selling lighter calves in a 
depressed market just 
wasn’t, and isn't, very 
palatable, the man said. 
Thus, the need to ponder 
alternatives, “If a stock- 
man has the resources, that 
is feed," Behrens said, "he 
may want to hold hiB ani¬ 
mals, hoping for the market 
upswing. On the other 
hand, interest costs on the 
animals to hold them 
longer may present econ¬ 
omic hardships with sell¬ 
ing, even at the lower 
market, a better alter¬ 
native." 

"Many stockmen," 
Myers said, “have been 
building up a carryover in 
short term high interest 
rate loans, since 1980 was

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Cattlemen attending the 
South Central Texas Beef 
Cattle Symposium recently 
were left with one major bit 
of advice—control the 
length of your breeding 
season. 

"A controlled breeding 
program haB a lot to offer 
cattlemen,” emphasized 
Dr. John Beverly, animal 
reproduction specialist 
with the Texas Agricul¬ 
tural Extension Service, 
Texas A&M University 
System, who spoke at the 
symposium. "Although it 

Seafood not big 
beef competitor 

Seafood does not have 
great market power com¬ 
pared with beef, said 
Samuel Gillespie, mar¬ 
keting specialist for the 
Sea Grant Program, Texas 
A&M University. 

On the average, seafood 
has 76 calorie units to one 
unit of protein compared 
with beef's 6 calorie units 
to one unit of protein, 
Gillispie said in a panel 
discussion at the Texas 
Cattle Feeders' Assn, con¬ 
vention held recently in 
Texas. 

"Tell me how that's go¬ 
ing to be competitive," he 
said to the cattle feedere. 
Out of the total meat con¬ 
sumed, seafood accounts 
for 6% of the market share 
compared with 34% of the 
market share for beef. Of 
that 6%, 4% of the seafood 
is consumed in restaurants, 
he said, reports CNS. 

Cultural obstacles and 
lack of knowledge about 
seafood preparation and 
characteristics have 
limited seafood consump¬ 
tion, ■ Gillespie said. 
However, consumption has 
doubled 9ince 1971, ho said. 

Seafood will continue to 


remain high priced. In addi¬ 
tion, there will be more 
fresh fish and less frozen 
fish sold in the future 
because of the high cost of 
storage, ho said. 

And finally, there will be 
further consolidation of

takes time and planning, it 
will pay back fourfold in 
profits.” 

Controlling the breeding 
Beason from a year-round 
venture to about 90 days 
can improve calf weaning 
weights and make herd 
management much more ef¬ 
ficient, noted Beverly. 
With such a system, a cat¬ 
tleman can watch his cow 
herd closely and can then 
cull open cows and those 
that calve late. Research 
has shown that late-calving 
cows have lighter calves 
and that calves born in 
winter and early spring 
have higher weaning 
weights than those born at 
other times of the year. 

For a 60-day winter calv¬ 
ing season, the breeding 
period would need to run 
from March 15 to May 15. 

Beverly also pointed out 
that early-calving cows 
rebreed faster than those 
calving late, and ulti¬ 
mately, that means more 
calves pm- cow. 

"A cow should conceive 
after no more than two ser¬ 
vices." added the special¬ 
ist. "After that, the 
chances of her conceiving 
drop sharply." 

Another speaker, Dr. Joe 
Bitter, a veterinarian from 
Edna, also challenged cat¬ 


tlemen to get into a con¬ 
trolled breeding program 
because it makes herd 
health management much 
easier. He emphasized fer¬ 
tility testing in both cows 
and bulls as the most im¬ 
portant part of any herd 
health program. 

"There’s no tool you can 
use to make more money 
than pregnancy testing," 
he said. "The time to 
pregnancy test cows is 
from 60 days after remov¬ 
ing the bull until their 
calves are weaned." 

"You can’t afford to keep 
open cows,” Bitter em¬ 
phasized. "Sell them to 
maintain a cash flow." 

Bitter also reviewed a 
number of cattle disease 
problems, the major ones 
being IBR, BVD and bru¬ 
cellosis In addition to vibrio 
and leptospirosis. He em¬ 
phasized that calfhood vac¬ 
cination is vital for con¬ 
trolling brucellosis, and 
that heifers should ba vac¬ 
cinated at six months of 
age. 

Cattlemen also were told 
of the importance of man¬ 
aging beef heifers properly 
so they will calve as two- 
year-olds. 

"This means getting heif¬ 
ers to good size so you can 
start breeding them by the 


■ ■ 

time they are 14 to 15 mon¬ 
ths of age," said Dr. Larry 
Boleman, extension live¬ 
stock specialist. “Most 
young helfere must gain 1 
to 1.5 lb. a day to breed and 
calve as two-year-olds.” 

Boleman emphasized 
that It's crucial for o cow to 
calve every year if she's go 
Ing to make any money 
And that means she has 
about 80 days from calving 
until the time she conceives 
again. 

The specialist noted that 
early weaning of calves im 
proves rebreeding of cowi 
along with creep feeding 
and once daily suckling of 
calves. 

With cow costs annually 
running about $400 and 
costs of growing a replace¬ 
ment heifer averaging $500 
to $600, herd management 
is critical. Dr. Dennis Herd, 
extension beef cattle spe¬ 
cialist, called for a good 
crossbreeding program and 
a good supplemental feed¬ 
ing program to help cat¬ 
tlemen make It financially 
in the cattle business. 

He recommended a good 
year-round mineral pro 
gram, particularly regard 
ing phosphorus, and said 
that cows need a pound of 
40%> protein supplement 
daily with dry grass or hay. 
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Those nursing calves need Agricultural Extension 


twice that amount.

Meat legislation will not 
mandate quality control

New meat Inspection 
legislation soon to be in¬ 
troduced will not mandate 
the use of the now volun¬ 
tary total quality control 
inspection system, Donald 
Houston, chief of USDA's 
Food Safety and Inspec¬ 
tion Service (FSIS), said 
recently. Houston told 
CNS that legislation would 
allow USDA to end con- 
tinous inspection at meat 
and poultry processing 
plants. The legislation 
would give USDA discre¬ 
tion to set the appropriate 
level of inspection at each 
individual processing plant 
based on the plant's past 
compliance history, the in¬ 
herent risk in the specific 
type of processing opera¬ 
tion and other factors. 

.However, Houston told 
UStWa mekt dfrd poultry 
Inspection advisory com¬ 
mittee that plants using 
the total quality control 
system would probably be 
viewed differently under 
the new legislation than 


plants not using the 
system. Houston indicated 
that plants using the quali¬ 
ty control system could- 
end up being less stringent¬ 
ly regulated if Congress 
granted USDA discre¬ 
tionary authority in pro¬ 
cessing inspection. 

Houston Implied that 
USDA might use that 
discretion to intensify in¬ 
spection at processing 
plants that have a poor 
history of compliance with 
inspection regulations. 

Thus far USDA has not 
made any significant sav¬ 
ings of Inspector manpower 
in the plants, partially 
because current law still re¬ 
quires an inspector to be 
present each day in them, 
Houston said. However, 
USDA how Is negotiating a 
total quality control pro¬ 
gram with a major process¬ 
ing firm in which USDA 
could realize appreciable 
manpower savings were 
the program instituted. 


World trade of food has 
risen sharply over the past 
decade, with much of the 
growth in trade supplied by 
U.S. agriculture. Sixty-nine 
percent of the world’s feed 
grain exports originated 
from the U.S. in the 
1980-81 marketing year, up 
from 41% 10 years earlier. 
U.S. exports of com almost 
quadrupled in the 1970’s. 

These are among the 
findings of a new report 
sponsored by the World 
Food Institute of Iowa 
State University to help 
provide a better understan¬ 
ding of the international 
dimension of agriculture. 

The report, "World Food 
Trade and U.S. Agricul¬ 
ture, 1960-1980," examines 
world food production pat¬ 
terns and their effects on 
trade of U.S. farm pro¬ 
ducts. The report shows 
total and per capita grain 
production in various 
economic groups of nations 
since 1960, trends in world 
and U.S. exports of grains, 
oilseeds and livestock pro¬ 
ducts and changes in the 
proportion of world grain 
exports originating from 
the U.S. Several emerging 
policy iaauoa in world food 
trade also are discussed. 

In the report, 1SU econ¬ 
omist Robert Wisner and 
graduate assistant Mas- 
soud Denbaly not that per 
capita grain production has 
increased since 1960 in 
most economic groupings' 
of nations except for a 
group of developing coun¬ 
tries Including much of 
Africa, Oceania, Burma, 
Bangladesh and Afghan¬ 
istan/ ’ 

They note that popula¬ 
tion growth rates also have 
slowed dramatically in 
what they term developed 
market economies and cen¬ 
trally planned countries, 


adding a degree of opti¬ 
mism to the longer-run 
world food outlook. But at 
the same time rising in¬ 
comes have increased the 
demand for grain in many 
areas despite slower pop¬ 
ulation growth. 

The report notes that 
com and feed grain produc¬ 
tion in foreign nations has 
expanded much more slow¬ 
ly than in the U.S. during 
Die last two decades. This 
has meant U.S. farmers 
have been called upon to 
meet a large part of the 
growth in world demand 
for feed Ingredients and for 
animal production. 

U.S. com exports rose an 
astonishing 871% during 
the 1970s, with only a mo¬ 
dest part of the total 
growth In demand coming 
from the Soviet Union, the 
report notes. The percen¬ 
tage of the U.S. com crop 
exported rose from 13% In 
1969-70 to 82% in 1979-80, 
making U.S. corn growers 
much more dependent on 
world trade than 10 years 
ago. 


The report also notes 
that in 1979-80 net U.S. 
agricultural trade totaled 
$23.2 billion. That large 
surplus partially offset the 
deficit on non-agricultural 
trade, and significantly 
helped to cover major ex¬ 
penditures for U.S. imports 
of petroleum and other 
Items, Wisner and Denbaly 
point out. 

Emerging issues in agri¬ 
cultural trade cited in the 
report include meeting the 
future growth in demand, 
world food security in¬ 


cluding reserve stouw, 
financing food imports of 
developing nations, energy 
from agricultural products 
and trade policies including 
protectionism, bilateral 
agreements and the use of 
food as a diplomatic tool. 
The 36-page report is in¬ 
tended as the first of an an¬ 
nual series on U.S. and

USDA to report to 0MB on fees 


USDA will report to the 
administration's Office of 
Management and Budget by 
March 1 on the feasibility of 
Imposing user fees on federal 
meat and poultry inspection 
sevices, a USDA official said 
recently. 

Speaking to the National 
Broiler Council Conference, 
deputy assistant agriculture 
secretary, John Ford said 
the study would examine 
whether inspection user fees 
might be more burdensome 


on some segments of the 
meat and poultry industry 
than on others. 

Donald Houston, chiof of 
USDA'a Food Safety and In¬ 
spection Service, said USDA 
had agreed to perform the 
study for OMB during 
negotiations on FSIS' 1983 
budget. Houston said USDA 
generally opposes the Idea of 
user fees for a mandatory 
program such as meat inspec¬ 
tion.

What might happen to 
cattle grazing Nevada 
desert ranges in the event 
such areas became highly 
contaminated with radioac¬ 
tive fallout? 

Considerable data was 
gathered relative to this 
question through studies 
conducted during the early 
1670s on the Nevada 
Atomic Test Site by scien¬ 
tists at the University of 


Nevada, Reno in coopera¬ 
tion with tho U.S. En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency. 

Results of the work were 
published recently in the 
August 1081 issue of the 
Journal of Health Physics. 
Authors of the paper in¬ 
cluded Dre. Clifton Blincoe 
and Verle R. Bohman, Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture at UNR 
and Donald D. Smith, 
DVM, Environmental 


Monitoring Systems Lab¬ 
oratory, U.S. Environment¬ 
al Protection Agency, Las 
Vegas, Nev. 

Dr. Blincoe, who is a pro¬ 
fessor of biochemistry at 
UNR, said the paper re¬ 
ported on the intake of 
plutonium and americium 
by cattle grazing a plu¬ 
tonium contaminated 
desert range on the test 
site. He said that plu¬ 
tonium is used in nuclear 


bombs and io produced by 
nuclear reactors. Amer¬ 
icium is formed by radioac¬ 
tive decay of plutonium. 

"The area selected for 
the cattle to graze was 
highly contaminated in 
1064, and is in close prox¬ 
imity to where tests were 
conducted but not repre¬ 
sentative of the general 
range situation,” Dr. Blin¬ 
coe said. He noted that the 
area was selected to insure 


Red Angus membership shows dramatic increase 


"If new members can be 
used as a barometer of the 
times, then Red Angus en¬ 
thusiasts are exhibiting a 
different attitude than is 
generally being shown 
throughout the cattle in¬ 
dustry at present," states 
Roy O. Booby, president of 
the Red Angus Assn, of 
America. 

Beeby reports that dur¬ 
ing the flrat four months of 
tile current fiscal year (July 
through October), the Red 
Angus Assn. recorded a 
40% Increase in new mem¬ 
bers and a dramatic 78% 
Increase in new junior 
members. This is the sharp¬ 
est increase on record since 
the breed association was 
organized twenty-seven 
years ego. 

One of the primary rea¬ 


sons for this increase is the 
demand by the commerical 
sector for Red Angus bulls. 
Many commerical cat¬ 
tlemen are looking for the 
physiological and economic 
advantages provided by 
Red Angus cattle, and pro¬ 
ducers are getting more 
and more requests for Red 
Baldy calves, the result of 
tho Red Angus X Hereford 
cross. Red Baldies ore par¬ 
ticularly popular because 
by using a Red Angus bull, 
the producer can obtain all 
the advantages of the 
Angus breed and still re¬ 
tain the preferred Red col¬ 
or. 

Another reason for the 
surging into-eat In Red 
Angus cattle is the signific¬ 
ance of performance test¬ 
ing, which has been the

trademark of Red Angus 
cattle for 27 years. "In to¬ 
day’s highly competitive 
marketplace," remarks 
Beeby, "it Is vital for the 
cattleman to eliminate all 
factors which contribute to 
inefficiency. The commer¬ 
cial breeder knows that 
every registered Red 
Angus bull has a perform¬ 
ance history that is record¬ 
ed and available for inspec¬ 
tion.” 

Still another factor con¬ 
tributing to the upswing in 
Red Angus membership Is 
the implementation of its 
new recordation program, 
which extends registration 
advantages to cattle with 
less than 100% Red Angus 
blood content. By using 
purebred Red Angus bulls 
and a commercial herd with 
no Red Angus blood, a pro¬ 
ducer can upgrade his herd 


to the required levels for re¬ 
cordation (87% or 7/8 Red 
Angus) in three gener¬ 
ations. Animals at the 87% 
level qualify for Category 
1-B, which receives equal 
treatment with Category 
1-A (100%) in showing, sell¬ 
ing and testing. 

The market remains 
strong for Category 1-A 
and Ugh percentage Cat¬ 
egory 1-B Red Angus bulls. 
As the commercial pro¬ 
ducer sees more of the Red 
Angus cross calves se¬ 
cured, the market will con¬ 
tinue to react in a positive 
maimer. "The future looks 
very promising fo the Red 
Angus breeder,” Beeby, 
"and also for the commer¬ 
cial producer, whether 
novice or old-timer, who is 
contemplating a move to 
the Red Angus side of the 
beef production picture."

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Ahalt said world meat 
output in 1982 is likely to 
be near the 1981 level. 

Poultry will remain on its 
long uptrend, but the in¬ 
crease will be much slower 
than that of the last few 
years, he said. Beef and 
pork output will be about 
unchanged, he said. 

Total 1982 beef output in 
the U.S. could increase 
2-4% over 1B81 levels as 
cattle feeding margins be¬ 
come more profitable and 
non-fed slaughter is ex¬ 
pected to remain large, 
Ahalt said;

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that cattle would ingest 
enough plutonium to be 
measureable. 

"Consequently, the cat¬ 
tle did ingest enough plu¬ 
tonium to meet study goals 
without harm to them¬ 
selves," he said. Tho work 
indicated that the soil 
eaten by tho cattle con¬ 
stituted tho principal and 
possibly the only source of 
ingestion of plutonium and 
americium. The rungo 
plants essentially contain¬ 
ed neither of tho elements. 
"In a dry, dusty state like 
Nevada,” Dr. Blincoe said, 
"the cattle eat a good bit of 
soli from dust settling on 
the plants, and associated 
with plant roots pulled up 
by the grazing animals.” It 
was the soil that contained 
the plutonium and amer¬ 
icium. 

Two methods were usod 
to determine the intake of 
the elements by the cattle. 
One was by direct measure¬ 
ment of stomach material 
using flstulated cattle (ac¬ 


cess to stomach area), and 
the other was from mo& 
toring and evaluation $ 
the composition and coo- 
tamination of the diet. Tl* 
two methods gave tb 
same results, according to 
Dr. Blincoe. Two methods 
wore also used to measw* 
tho soil eaten by the cattl* 
and they, too, provided tb 
same results. 

"In uddition to obtainiu 
data on animals grazits 
contaminated range," Dr. 
Blincoe said, "wo were abb 
to validuto several research 
methods that will bo very 
useful in future range 
nutrition research." The 
work was conducted from 
1073 to 1975, but the as* 
lyses were not completed 
until 1977. Dr. Blincoe and 
Dr. Bohman, professor d 
animal science at UNR, 
have been involved In i 
series of studies of en¬ 
vironmental radioactivity 
since 1960, and have pub¬ 
lished extensively on fall¬ 
out related to livestock,

USDA unlikely to 
issue MDM rule 

USDA probably will not 
issue a new regulation 
governing mechanically 
deboned meat (MDM) until 
the first quarter of 1982, 
should USDA choose to 
change present MDM stan¬ 
dards, Donald Houston, 
chief of USDA's Food Safe¬ 
ty and Inspection Service, 
said recently. 

In July, USDA published 
a proposal that would 
substantially liberalize cur¬ 
rent rules governing the 
use, composition and label¬ 
ing of MDM and MDM- 
containing products, 
reports CNS. 

Speaking to USDA's 
Meat and Poultry Inspec¬ 
tion Advisory Committee, 
Houston said USDA was 
still analyzing the more 
than 1,000 comments it 
had received on the pro¬ 
posal. 


Farm-City Week, taking 
place Nov. 20-26, focuses 
on the involvement of farm 
and city people as partners 
in growing, processing, 
marketing and consuming 
food and fiber. 

"In Texas, movement of 
food and fiber from field to 
factory to the family table 
provides jobs and income 
for about a fourth of the 
working force,” points out 
Dr. Carl Anderson, market¬ 
ing economist with the 
Texas Agricultural Exten¬ 
sion Service, Texas A&M 
University System. 

"One out of every 30 Tex¬ 
ans is a fanner or rancher, 
and 30% of the state's 
retail trade business is 
directly associated with 
agricultural production 
and selling of food and fiber 


products,” say Anderson. 

Many businesses, finan¬ 
cial institutions and in¬ 
dividuals are Involved in 
providing supplies, credit 
and services to farmers and 
ranchers and in processing 
and marketing agricultural 
commodities. 

While the overall cost of 
living has increased about 
11% from a year ago, food 
prices in the grocery store 
have increased 6.4% and 
apparel had risen less than 
5%, notes the economist. 
This compares with an in¬ 
crease of nearly 13% in 
housing, 16% in fuels, 
11.6% in medical care and 
26% in public transporta¬ 
tion. 

"Americans spend far 
less of their take-home pay 
on food than people in 


other countries of the 
world," Anderson points 
out. 

"Together, farm and city 
people make the best food 
and fiber team In the 
world," he believes. "This 
gives a country the capaci¬ 
ty to feed Its own people 
and to export for economic 
gain as well as for 
humanitarian purposes." 

With more than S3 billion 
in farm exports last year, 
Texas is one of the leading 
states in shipment of 
agricultural produts 
abroad. Texas led the na¬ 
tion in shipments of cotton, 
cottonseed and animal fats; 
waa second in meats and 
meat products, hides and 
skins; and third In rice, 


peanuts and peanut oil. 

On a national scale, farm 
exports total about 644 
billion. Anderson estimates 
that production from about 
one out of every three acres 
of cropland Is exported. 
Leading customers .are 
Japan, Netherlands, Mex¬ 
ico, China, Canada, Ger¬ 
many and Korea. 

"Farm exports support 
more than a million jobs, 
and the added business 
stemming from agricul¬ 
tural exports about equals 
the value of products ship¬ 
ped," says Anderson. "Ex¬ 
ports help both farm and ci¬ 
ty people make a living. At 
the same time, they boost 
the economy and offset 
some of the cost of im¬ 
ported oil,"

(Continued from page 1) i 
fits, and recognize that ’

ment of efficiencies.” He i 
told the bankers their cat- i 
tie clients should use risk t 
management (futures), i 
marketing analysis, and i 
find ways to dodge sea- i 
sonal selling. i 

Topper Thorpe of Cattle- I 
Pax said "the best bet for 
improved profits lies with j 
individual efforts to in- 1 
crease profits.” He pointed 
out that losses have been 
shifted from short to long 
term debt with the result 
that “there's no more slack 
in the rope.” And reduction 
now would mean opera¬ 
tions getting out of the 
business. 

Thorpe said the feeders 
are more careful currently 
because of the general 
economic conditions, and 
by the end of 1982 and Into 
1283 we could see even 
more reduction in the herd. ■ 

He feels that yearlings 
placed on feed in the Corn- 
belt could probably be pro¬ 
fitably hedged for spring. 
Cow/calf operations could 
retain ownership of calves 
if they've got good winter 
pasture, andior well priced 
. feed, and it looks good for 
that in most' areas accord* 
ing to the Cattle-Fax head. 

"The producer has to 
know where he is at any 
given point in time, and

He bIbo 
mentioned use of bull beef 
where an animal ia 1050 lb. 
at 13 to 14 months, which 
gives 17% improvement in 
the cost of production.

Cattle, sheep move 
evenly through year 

(Continued from page 1) 

The first major snowstorm east of the Rocky Mountains 
will move a lot of feeder cattle, said Dick Hummel, 
Farmers Grain and Livestock analyst. After the first 
serious storm, feeder movement will be bunched, he said. 

Many feeder cattle have sold by private treaty this fall 
and a iarger-than-usual number of cattle have been placed 
on feed by their original owners, said Bob Price, Western 
Livestock Information project leader. This accounts for 
part of the cattle that did not sell through normal chan¬ 
nels, he said. 

There has been an increase in arrangements between 
ranchers and feedlots, with each taking 50% ownership of 
the yearlings now being placed on feed, said Gene Sorrels, 
feeder cattle dealer with Sitton, Coots and Swords, 
Hopkinsville, Ky. The rancher can then finance calves to 
run on wheat pasture, he said. 

Ranchers are also placing calves on wheat pasture and 
will then contract half-interest with a feedlot when the 
cattle come off pasture. Sorrels said. Demand for wheat 
pasture calves will increase between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. 

There also will be a large number of yearlings and lable 
in the spring because cattlemen decided to hold calves 
through the winter, said Joe Kropf, Livestock Business 
Advisory Services, Inc. analyst.

Market gains seen 
as short term relief 

CATTLE FEEDERS HELD tightly to on optimistic at¬ 
titude as higher dressed boef and cosh cattle prices 
prevailed. However, tho optimism probably will falter as 
dressed boef prices closed $1 per cwt. lower at $96 later in 
the week. Tho surge experienced by dressed beef prices 
will probably fizzle as consumers resist higher prices, 
especially during the pre-holiday season. Also, industry 
watchers agreed holiday traditions cannot be battled, and 
low turkey prices will deter further beef price improve¬ 
ment. Cattle feeders resisted bids of $64.60 in the Texas 
PanhancUe early in the week, wanting to sell cattle at $66. 

Their stance probably will be altered since packers are 
buying cattle hand-to-mouth now and most have adequate 
live inventories to sustain kills until Thanksgiving. 

The C-O-F Report showed October marketings to be 
91% of a year ago, Most industry watchers said only a 
dent has been made in the remaining October inventories. 

A chain reaction can be expected as the remaining Oc¬ 
tober cattle push November Inventories into the elusive 
marketing hole predicted for December.
